Ginsberg 1s als passing acquaintance 
of many policemen, who have busted him 
for marijuana possession (charges were 
dropped). for publishing obscene material 
(the text of “Howl” was then declared 
legal after his trial in 1957), for blocking 
the Whitehal! Street Draft Board steps 
with Dr. Spock in 1967, and was 
teargassed for chanting Om in Chicago at 
the 1968 Democratic Convention in 
Chicago. He continued to chant Om to 
the judge and jury of the Chicago 8 trial 
in December, 1969 

Ginsberg attributes his early interest in 
mysticism in the tate 40's while he 
attended Columbia University to an 
auditory mystical experience in which he 
heard William Blake reading from Blake’s 
‘Songs of Experience,’ accompanied by 
an intense religious vision. He has also 
experumented with LSD since 1952, and 

mntinued to do so with Dr. Timothy 

Leary 1961. “Leary said that he was 
interested in my experiments with drugs 
ind he was like seriously concerne 1 about 
how to handle this new LSD thing, 
oncerned that it be done with openess 
rather than as some sort of manipulative 
scientific game. He was a little naive 
though like he had no idea that every 
poet in San Francisco had lived with 
Indians and had taken peyote and 
mescaline long ago. He’d never smoked 
pot. So I gave his some pot and we sat 
down and had a long scholarly talk.” 

His books of prosody includes How! & 
Other Poems, Kaddish & Other Poems, 
Empty Murror Early Poems, Reality 
Sandwiches, Angkor Wat Airplane 
Dreams, Planet News, Yage Letters, and 
Indian Journals. He has also published 
anthologies and has released three 
phonograph records

John Gardner speaks

John Gardner, former 
secretary of health, education and 
welfare, and present chairman of 
the new citizens’ lobby, 
‘*Common Cause,’ spoke 
Wednesday night at SSC denoting 
pessimism in governmental and 
political institutions and optimism 
in the strength of the people 


Gardner, co-founder of 
Common Cause, said that the 
odds were high against social 


betterment in the decaying, aging 
governmental institutions and that 
these institutions must be made 
available to change 

About 850 persons braved the 
poor ventilation of the Men's 
Gym to hear the former secretary 
speak. Expecting about two thirds 
of Common Cause’s 600 local 
members, Gardner was 
surprisingly pleased at the large 
turnout 

‘“*The real danger of this 
country,” Gardner commented, 
“is that it can’t answer itself. We 
must revitalize the political and 
governmental institutions and this 
shakeup must come from 
responsible citizens.”” Yet Gardner 
was quick to point out that this 
shakeup “to cut through the dry 
rot” of the “‘decaying institutions 
is no easy job.” 

Charging that the present 
system is controlled by “insiders,” 


Gardner made a plea for 
concerned citizens to utilize the 
vitality and resilience inherent in 
the institutions to make these 
instituions responsive to the

Gardner said that his 
organization was not a third party 
but a third force working 
primarily in Washington, D.C., 
lobbying for public interest at all 
levels of government 

He said that one of the most 
promising signs of the “rebirth of 
individual responsibility’ was the 
enthusiasm generated by the 
growing membership of Common 


Cause. In 71 weeks the new 
citizens’ lobby has grown to a 
membership of 141,000 with 


25,000 concentrated in California 
Gardner pointed out that 
Common Cause concentrates on 
national problems where 
“lobbying in Congress seems the 
best way to success.”’ By making 
the institutions accessible, 
responsible and accountable to 
specific issues, Gardner said, “We 
can revitalize a system of 
potentially marvelous design.” 

Of the successes that Common 
Cause has helped to achieve, 
Gardner mentioned the extensive 
work in helping defeat the SST 
and the adoption of the 
18-year-old vote 

Currently Common Cause is 
engaged in an effort to bring a 
legislative end to the war in 
Vietnam by December 31, 1971 
Gardner also mentioned that his 
organization has and will 
continure to fight for an end to 
the seniority system in Congress 
as well as attempting to halt the 
spiraling cost of elections

Senate defended 


It was with some amazement that | read Paul Kronenberg’s lead 
editorial in the Friday, April 16, issue of the Hornet. Certainly, it is 
difficult to argue with the premise that, in the main, student 
government at SSC is afflicted with an enveloping ennui. It is an ill-kept 
secret that during the first part of this semester that Student Senate 
meetings were, more frequently than not, plagued with a lack of a 
quorum 

Nevertheless, the budget and enrollment crisis is one of the few 
issues to which the Senate has addressed itself with some fervor. The 
student body is ably represented on the Crisis Task Force of the 
Academic Senate by two student members: Monty Martinez and Kim 
Yates. These two individuals gave up a great deal of their time during 
the Easter Recess, in addition to the many hours spent previously while 
classes were meeting. In addition, at my suggestion, the Student Senate 
has created its own task force to make recommendations to President 
Hyink regarding the current crisis. This task force has also spent many 
hours reviewing the current situation and will shortly issue its own 
report. 

Mr. Kronenberg finds it “interesting” that Joc Hay was absent when 
the Academic Senate Task Force presented its first, preliminary report 
to the Academic Senate. It is, indeed interesting. Joe Hay was in Los 
Angeles meeting with the legal counsel for the Board of Trustees 
concerning a statewide student Bill of Rights, an issue of import for all 
students in the California State College system. As Mr. Kronenberg 
points out, Joe Hay has devoted a great deal of his time and energy to 
the budget crisis. What he has failed to point out is that Mr. Hay’s point 
of view and his concern was well represented at the Academic Senate 
meeting while he was in Los Angeles attending to other issues of vital 
interest to the students 

It is interesting, Mr. Kronenberg, that you failed to mention that the 
appointed representative of the Student Senate was also present at that 
meeting as well as a number of other students. It is also interesting to 
note that at some meetings of the student senate, a Hornet reporter 
hasn't even been present. It is doubly interesting that when the Student 
Senate initiated its own budget crisis task force, this event wasn’t 
deemed newsworthy enough to print 

Added apathy, Mr. Kronenberg? This is one of the few areas where 
the members of the student senate have aroused themselves from their 
waking slumber. A more interesting question might concern your lack 
of awareness of the activities surrounding this vital issue

Since the elections have been extended through today, this gives us 
the chance once again to assert the necessity of electing Scott Burns, 
Ken Sanders and Albert Chow.

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A panel group of four influential 
and outspoken individuals spoke 
Wednesday in the Little Theater 
on the pros and cons of legalizing 
homosexuality John Price, 
Sacramento's District Attorney, 
and Richard Phillips, the 
Under-sheriff — of Sacramento 
County, were in clear support of 
upholding the present laws. John 


Poswall the attorney who 
defended SSC in last year’s court 
case for the Society For 
Homosexual Freedom and Tom 


Carroll, who is a spokesman for 
Assemblyman Willie Brown, were 


in support of repealing the 
existing laws in California 

Carroll spoke for Brown’s bill 
currently introduced in_ the 


Assembly. The bill which repeals 
the existing law stating that any 
two persons engaging in sodomy 
or other acts of sexual contact 


which deviates from the 
established norms, is subject to 
felonious charges. Brown’s bill 


would only repeal the current part 
of the law which refers to two 
consenting adults or persons over 
18 years of age, thus eliminating 
the felony charge Carroll 
expressed feelings indicating that 
if the bill were to be passed 
unanimously in both houses, the 
likeliness of it becoming 
under the Reagan Administration 
1s slight 

As such, no clearly organized 
groups, other than homosexual 
groups, have come out in support

of Brown's bill. According to 
Carroll, however, no organized 
group has come out in clear 


opposition of the bill, other than 
law enforcement official 


Phillips followed Carroll's 
statements by saying that the 
existing laws must be enforced 


He said, “If the law is passed, it 
would mean a ‘straight’ citizen 
couldn’t visit a public bathroom 
without being conned into 
committing a homosexual act.”

This was met with many sarcastic 
laughs and sideline comments 
from the audignce. Phillips also 
stated the new law would cause 
“additional problems for the 
community.” Price stated the 
passing of Brown’s bill would not 
solve any of the crime problems, 


but would, in effect, cause the 
problem to enlarge 

John Poswall rebutted that 
homosexuality actually isn’t a 
question of anyone’s§ (the 
government’s) business, but how 


the individual chooses to live his 
life. It was stated on Monday that 
homosexuality isn’t a question of 
queerness or gayness, but more a 
question of preference in sexual 
partners. 

Poswal! brought out the fact an 
early California case, Belechi vs. 
California Superior Court, said 
that what a person chose to do in 
a bathroom is his business. Any 
action taken by officials is in fact 


an invasion of an_ individual's 
privacy 
The homosexual problem (if 


indeed it can be called that) is a 
problem of dealing with the 
individuals who have been labeled 
as criminals because they chose to 
deviate from the *stablished 
norm 

As Poswall pointed out, “what a 
person chooses to do in privacy 
should not be the business of the 
legislature or employers.” Poswall 
also stated that the existing laws 


in all States, refer to 
homosexuality and other sexual 
acts other than the established 
norm, as being “unnatural or 


crimes committed against nature.” 
He stated that while this seems 
harsh or unjust, progress has been 
made from the biblical statement 


regarding sodomy, which says 
“the abominable sin was not fit to 
be named.’ He _ concluded, 


“Christians don’t talk about it, 
they just do it.” 

The legality of homosexuality is 
not really what should be negated, 
but rather what right the 
government has to infringe on the 
right’s of an individual guaranteed 
him in the Bill of Rights and 
Stipulated in the ninth 
Amendment
